There Is a Growing Feeling on the

Panama, Dec 21. — Sieiioua trouble 
li reported In the Darien dlitriet The 

Americans who arrived then Sonday 
were noUfled by the rolomblans to 
•leave In 24 hours. This ultimatum, It 
la thoucht, will he dlaregarded br the 

lAmerirnn commanders. 

Washington, Dec. 21. — The navy de- 
partment Sunday received a cable- 
gram from Rr. Adm. Olaai, command- 
Ihr the BaTal forcee on the Isthmus, 
giving a general summary of the con- 
ditions that prevail there and of the 
various ptcps that have hocn taken by 
the navy. The cablegram stated that 
everything was quiet. The text of ihe 
dispatch waa not made public. 

The navy department has now a 
very formidable array of vessels on 
duty at the Isthmus of Panama. To 
the south of the isthmus are the Con- 
cord, the Boston, the Wyoming and 
the Marbleheod, to be augmented by 
tbe New York. Rr. Adm. Qlasi' regu* 
lar flagship. 

To the east of the Isthmn;^ are tho 
Mayflower, the Prairie, tho Atlanta, 
the Nashvillo and the Pancroft. Pro- 
ceeding southward to Join the other 
vessels under immediate command of 
Rr. Adm. Coghlan is the Olympla, his 
regular flagship. 

Naval officials say that po far as (he 
reports at hand show no Colombian 
troops liavo been discovered on the 
southern part of the isthmus, while on 
the other side the only ones seen have 
been those on the shore hordering on 
the Oulf of Darien. 

Panama, Dec. 21 - Xews wa^ brought 
Sunday night by the steamer Martin- 
ique, from Savanllla, that two battal- 
ions of Ccdombian troops have left 
Savanllla tor Qvldedo. 

A passenger on the Martlniqae de- 
clares that everything is quiet at Sav- 
anllla, and that there is a growing 
feeling on the part of the people of 
the department of Bolivar to accept 
the situation on tbe isthmus. 

It Is reported that President Marro- 
quln recently sent this cablegram to 
Gen. Reyes at Washington: "Any ne- 
gotiations which do not look to the re- 
establishment of the integrity of Co- 
lombia will not be acceptable." 

Gen. Reyes is said to have replied 
In part as follows: "All aggression 
against Panama will be di.'^nstrous for 
Colombia. I will umlertalce further 
negotiations." 

Tho dates of the cablegrams are not 
given. 

Three hundred and eighty marines 
are- now at Empire Station, on the 

Panama railroad, under the command 
of JIaj. John A. Lejeune. The ma- 
rines are comfortaljly settled and arc 
well supplied with good water. 

The four companies of marines at 
present occupy 14 one-story houses he 
longing to the canal company. The 
company commanders are respectively 
Capt. Hirara R. Pears, Cape. William 
W. Low, Capt. Louis M. Little and 
Capt John N. Wright. Capt. Smedley 
D. Butler, formerly of the converted 
cruiser Prairie, Is in command of *:hc 
company of marines at Yavlza. 

The marines have done some scout- 
ing for the purpose of ascertaining 
the condition of the nearby trails and 
the points to which they lead.

The Peerfuliy Mutilated ledy ef a 
Wemm Ponnt. 

New York, Dec. 21.— The Whitechap- 
el atrocities of "Jack the Ripper" and 
the murder of "Old Shakspeare" by 
the Arab, Ben All, in this city, were 
recalled by the discovery Sunday of 
the fearfully mutilated body of a wom- 
an in a sailors' resort of the lowest 
type in James Slip, near the East riv- 
er. The woman, who waa identified 
as Sarah Martin, a notorious character 
of the "Cherry Hill" secUon. went to 
the place Saturday night accompanied 
by a man who appeared to be a Swede 
and who registered as Carl Nelson and 
wife. They left the liotel Sunday aft- 
ernoon and an hour later the body of 
his companion was found. The wom- 
an'* throat had been cut and the body 
waa otherwise frightfully mutilated. 
She had evidently hem killed while 
asleep, as the condition of the room 
gave no indications that a struggle 
bad taken place. The man o^ied 
two bundles which were found in the 
room and which may afford a poeaible 
clue to the murderer.

Killed His Wife and Himself. 
Chicago, Dec. L'l. — ^Whllo crazed 
Willi liriuor Sunday, Fred Ptlugradt, i 
machinist, ahot and killed hto wif< 
and then committed enteMe. Mra 
Pflugradt was lying ilek la bed Wltt 
her week-old baby. 



Cleveland, O., Dec. 21.— Roscoe W. 
Derby, a machinist, and about 45 years 
old, exterminated hia family early 
Sunday by shooting his wife, bis three 
children and then himself. The crime 
to believed to have been due to de- 
spondency over the Impoveriahed con- 
dition of the family purse and the near 
approach of Christmas. 

The crimes wero extraordinary In 
their thoroughness and there was evi- 
dently no mishap in the enactment 
The wife waa kiUed first while sleep- 
ing at her husband's side In bed: two 
of the children were killed as they ran 
through the house in the darkness of 
tho early morning, endeavoring to es- 
cape their mercileaa parent The 
third child waa killed in its bed after 
ita elder brother and sister had been 
killed. The dead: Roscoe W. Derby, 
his wife Delia, Harold, aged S, Altoo^ 7, 
and Thoinns, aged 5. 

Derby li.ni lieen down-town as late 
as 11 o'clock Saturday nigbt, osten- 
sibly shopping, but in all probability 
securing ammunition for his revolver. 
Wbe he got home his wife and he talk- 
ed with a n. i-hlior who had been call- 
ing over tlic aiiproaehing feast. Der- 
by seemed pale and nervous. Shortly 
after bis arrival at home the neighbor 
left and the Derby family went to bed. 

The crime Is believed to have been 
committed about 4 o'clock Sundny 
morning. Mrs. D('rl)y was shot to 
death in bed, two l)ullets having baen 
fired into her forehead and a third, 
probably fired after the children bad 
been exterminated, In the back of the 
neck. Mrs. Derby probably was killed 
during sleep, the expression on her 
face .'^bowing no siun of a strugi;le, 
and It was calm and peaceful. Two 
of the children, however, probably had 
a struggle, because they had been 
awakened by the noise of the revolver 
being fired and sought to escape him. 
but without avail. Harold's Inxly was 
found lyiiiK in a pool of blood in the 
kitchen and that of Alice in the dining 
room with her face to the floor and a 
bullet in her breaat. Harold may 
have been chased by his fhther, as 
there was evidence of flight In the 
manner in which the furnishings of 
the kitchen were thrown about. From 
the location of bullets in his head the 
boy evidently was caught by his father 
in a strong grasp and held while (he 
weapon was placed against the little 
fellow's foreh<^ad and the bullets sent 
into hi.s brain. 

riiere was also evidence of a strug- 
gle on Alice's part The last of the 
children to die waa Thomas. He had 
remained in bed, probably atill asleep, 
and also received bullets In his head, 
dying Instantly. After the extraordi- 
nary crimes had been committed, the 
perpetrator of them wont into the bed 
room where hia wife had been killed 
and. lying down at her side, flred a 
bullet into hia own brain and died at 
his wife's side. 

A number of pool room race checks 
were found about the house, showing 
that Derby had been trying hia luck 
on betting. 

The first knowledge of the crime 
was communicated in a letter written 
by Derby Saturday to a friend, who 
lived not far away, and which was 
sent him by special delivery. The let- 
ter was to tho effect that when it had 
been received, the Derby family would 
be dead. When the friend hurried to 
the house Sunday morning, all that 
had been promlaed waa seen to have 
been fulfllled.
